In 1670 the merchants of Vienna 
objected to violently to the com­ 
petition of Jew ish m erchants that 
they were driven away, but were 
allowed to return when the treas­ 
ury felt the loss of 
the 
income 
taxes customarily collected 
from 
the Jews. Empress Maria Theresa 
in 1744 and 1745 
ordered 
Jews 
expelled from Moravia and Bo­ 
hemia because “they were fallen 
into 
disgrace.” 
However, 
they 
were allowed to return upon pay­ 
ment of a special yearly tax. This 
levy was collected until 1846. 
Although the Jews were orig­ 
inally 
farm ers, 
fishermen 
and 
artisans, they were 
forced 
into 
trade by theii inability to acquire 
real estate. 
In Germany, at the 
time of the crusades, they were at 
the peak of their power as m er­ 
chants, so rich and powerful did 
they become that they aroused the 
envy and hatred of their debtors. 
The result was 
their 
banish­ 
ment to ghettos. Despite its being 
a form of oppression, the segre­ 
gation helped the Jews to 
pre­ 
serve their customs, tradition and 
language. 
The French revolution in 1789 
sounded the death knell of 
the 
ghetto, raising the banner of free­ 
dom and equality aloft in Europe 
and the general upheaval in 1848 
brought to a 
close 
the 
system 
which Adolf Hitler proposes 
to 
restore 
in 
modern 
Germ any.—
